amended, by striking out the clause 
limiting the debt to $10,000. Asa 
citizen, feeling a deep interest in the 
welfare of the Borough, I would ask 
Council and those who advocate the 
movement, for what purpose is it neces- 
sary to increase the Borough debt? 
The Council don't inform the taxpay- 
ers why such a thing should be done. 
The citizens have not been informed 
of the necessity for it. 
I have not 


heard of any petition from the people 
to Council asking that such a change 
should be made. 
If it is not for the 


purpose of increasing the borough debt, 
then there is no necessity for the pro- 
posed amendment. 


The Council now has nulhority under 


the charter to raise by taxation and 
incomes from wharf rents, some $25,- 
000. 
That amount would seem to be 


sufficient, with proper management, to 
run a borough with 7,000 inhabitants. 
The charter, which was granted by the 
Crown of England in 1720, has beeu 
amended seven times. Re-enacted by 
the Legislature in 1785, amended in 
1804, and the limits of the borough 
extended. 
Amended iu 1843, allow- 


ing the Camden & Amboy 11. R. Co. 
to lay tracks down Market street to 
the river, and build their depot over 
Water street. 
General amendments 


made in 1851, 
when the restrictive 


clause was embodied in the charter, 
that is now proposed by Council to 
have stricken out. 
Amended in 1854, 


to include Bristol within the limits of 
the board of Port Wardens of Phila- 
delphia, and providing for the elec- 
tion of a member in the board by the 
Borough Council. Amendments made 
in 1863 and 1873 in relation to streets 
and levying and collecting cf taxes. 
In all the amendments made to the 
charter the Council had prepared a 
statement setting forth the necessity 
for such changes, and laid them before 
a meeting of the tax-payers for their 
approval.

From the middle of October until Eastor 


thousands of dollars' worth of violets are 
brought into New York from Long Island, 
New Jersey and Westchester county. The 
forcing of violets for autumn, winter and 
early spring has grown steadily for the past 
£5 years, and scarce even the rose is more 
generally in demand than the violet. A 
large part of the violet crop is grown by 
small gardeners, who carry their product 
to Timrket in baskets. 
You may see re- 


spectable looking Scotchmen a'nd Germans 
coining into town every morning by all the 
various lines, each tearing upon his arm 
snch a basket. 


There is a steady sale for the violet, be- 


cause convention prescribes it as the only 
flower that may be worn by persons in 
mourning. Besides, violets are used in pro- 
fusion at funerals. Sometimes from 5,000 
to 8,000 violets are heaped upon a coffin, 
As they wholesale at from ?10 to S30 a thou- 
sand and retail at double the wholesale 
price, violets cut a considerable figure in 
many an undertaker's bill. 


All the growers of violets in this region 


have been troubled of late years with a 
mysterious pest that ravages the plants. 
The favorite double purple violets Buffer 
most, the double white somewhat less, and 
the single almost not at all. It happens at 
times that all the violets in one greenhouse 
will be attacked while those in another 
close beside it will escape. It attacks even 
violets growing in cold frames, though on 
the whole these are hardier than hothouse 
plants. The violet is a lover of cool air, 
flnd in this climate blooms all winter long 
and under glass without artificial heatrand

Violets are costlier at the Christmas holi- 


days and at Easter than at any other sea- 
sou. 
The white violets, though less popu- 


lar than the purple, usually fetch quite as 
much, since they are raised in smaller 
quantities. 
The single violet fetches H 


smaller price than either. "The bunch of 
violets that the young man sends to his 
girl seldom costs less than half a dollar 
and may cost three times as much. 


The costliest form which the violet takes 


is in candy. It is not necessary for the pur- 
pose of the confectioner that his violets be 
of the freshest, and the proportion of cheap 
sugap to costly violets in a pouad of the 
candied blossoms is large, but if you buy 
this dainty at a fashionable shop you'll pay 
at least $3 fop a half pound box.

brought up young women who have been 
taught that they sliould discourage young 
men from making costly presents, even of 
such trifles, pretend to regard the candied 
violet, save m very small quantities, as an 
ostentatious extravagance, but no girl ever 
really resents a gift of this confection, no 
matter how large the box.—New York Suu.
